Cook county 
property owners 
will not get their tax bills this 
year any sooner than a year ago 
when the bills were held up until 
after the Chicago election. 
This 
year the delay is caused by the 
100% valuation th at has been es­ 
tablished by Assessor Clark. 
The courts have removed exist­ 
ing obstacles and a valuation of 
549* for the 
railroads 
has been 
established by the state board of 
equalization. 
This state-wide rate 
for them means a higher tax for 
them to pay in other counties in 
the state but a lower tax in Cook 
county, where the individual tax ­ 
payer will hereafter assume part 
of the tax burden previously paid 
by the railroads. 
The 100% valuation for individ­ 
ual property owners means a valu­ 
ation increase of 170% for them; 
while the railroads increase from 
31c to 54c means only a 77% in­ 
crease in valuation for the trans­ 
portation companies. 
Actual date of the tax bills is 
still guesswork but a good guess 
is that the penalty date for the 
first installm ent will be July 1st.

Leo T. Crowley, Foreign Economic Administrator, made 
the following statement on the relationship of lend-lease 
food shipments to the totaled United States supply of

Lend-lease food shipments are continuing to go almost 
entirely to the United King­ 
dom and the Soviet Union. 
Lend-lease shipments repre­ 
sent a vital ten per cent oi 
die food supply of the b rit­ 
ish Isles. 
These food ship­ 
ments have been large in terms of 
tons—5,744,000 in 1943. 
In 1943 we shipped under lend- 
lease a little over one per cent of 
our total beef and veal supply, 
about ll per cent of our lamb and 
mutton and not quite 1 5 per cent 
of our pork.

A groat many taxpayers are 
kept approximately paid up oy the 
tax that is withheld from their 
wages, and it tnese people have 
no other income than wages they 
arenot required to file a declara­ 
tion. 
A declaration is required on or 
before April 15 from all citizens 
or residents of the United states 
who expect to nave during 1944— 
either atone or together with a 
wife or husband: 
1. Wages subject to withholding- 
exceeding $2,7Uo for a single per­ 
son or $3,500 for a married couple 
living together.

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Seed treatment for 
onion smut control 


Recent investigations in several 
states, 
including 
Illinois, 
have 
shown that A rasan, a pink, finely- 
ground powder, when used property 
will give control of smut oft dry 
(bulb) onions equal to that obtain­ 
ed with 
formaldehyde. 
Growers 
who use this method can save con­ 
siderable time in that th e seed can 
be treated aud then sown without 
interruption. 
Tests have not been 
run as yet with seed for onion sets 
but such tests will be conducted in 
1944. 
I he 
recommended 
dosage 
for 
seed for dry onions is I pound of 
A rasan to I pound 
of 
seed. 
A 
sticker must be used to boid this 
amount 
of 
dust 
on 
the 
seed. 
♦Smaller dosages than this t:l rec­ 
ommendation will not control smut. 
Growers are warned not to try to 
use w ater as a sticker for when 
the water dries from ihe seed, the 
Arasan will fall off and clog up 
th e drill. 
Unless growers can get 
the sticker described below, they 
will he well advised to continue 
to use formaldehyde for one more 
year until a satisfactory sticker is 
readily available. 
The sticking ayent which seems 
to work the best based on our tests 
of last week and on recent work 
in New York is Methods! 15 cps. 
(Methyl cellulose) which is manu­ 
factured and sold by Dow Chemical 
Co., Midland, Alich. 
It is my un­ 
derstanding that methyl cellulose 
is made by other companies but 
that from .Dow is the only ma­ 
terial tested here so far. Methocei 
is a white 
substance 
resembling 
cotton and is mixed with w ater to 
make the sticking solution at the 
rate of I 
pound in 3 gallons of 
water. 
This amount (I pound) is 
mixed first with 
IV* 
gallons of 
boiling water, allowed to stand for 
half hour and then brought up to 
3 gallons with ca id water. 
It is 
ready for use after standing an 
additional 2 or 3 hours. 
It will be 
a fairly thick, somewhat gummy 
solution. 
The onion seed to be treated is 
placed in a rotating butter churn 
or other container which will per­ 
mit the seed to be shaken or tum­ 
bled 
vigorously. 
This 
container 
should not be over one-third full. 
Then the sticker is poured in on 
the seed at the rate of 2 pints to 7 
pounds of seed. 
The container is 
turned or shaken vigorously for 2 
or 3 minutes or until each seed is 
completely coated with the sticker. 
The Arasan is then added to the 
seed and the container again agi­ 
tated for 2 or 3 additional minutes 
until each seed is completely coated

When a raindrop strikes bare 
soil and splashes, the rising water 
takes along soil m aterials.

splash, spreading as it rises, is 
shaped like

umbrella upside 
down. 
But picture what happens 
when the splash is from sloping1 
ground. 
Uphill on the high side, 
thf* splashing water falls back to 
earth 
near

On the downhill side, the 
splashing water travels somewhat 
farth er because of the greater dis­ 
tance it falls while moving out­ 
ward. 
Also a raindrop may hit 
the slope a digging sidewise blow 
with ail or nearly all the splash 
downhill.

forth, but on a bare slop driving 
raindrops move soil down hill, W. 
1). Ellison of the soil conservation 
service, U. S. department of ag ri­ 
culture, has discovered. 
Ellison devised laboratory experi­ 
ments with an artificial rain mak­ 
ing machine to demonstrate this 
process which 
he 
calls “raindrop 
erosion.” 
He contrived to photo­ 
graph splashing 
drops under in­ 
tense light to show the direction of 
the splashing and soil movement 
on 
sloping 
fields. 
Still 
photo­ 
graphs and movies reveal how soil 
con travel down a slope in a dash­ 
ing shower even when there is no 
run-off. 
Splashed 
or 
shattered 
drops return to earth 
as 
muddy 
water, and tile soil loses the crum­ 
bly 
structure 
helpful 
to 
plant 
growth. 
Thus raindrop erosion in­ 
jures level as well as sloping lands.

Hunted By Japs 
Bob explained that it wasn’t the 
bomber they were trying to run 
away from, but the beach where 
the bombers were dropping their 
bombs. 
It was off New Georgia, 
too, th at a Jap went gunning for 
the LCT 
‘‘It was close enough to put holes 
in us,” he commented laconiclly. 
Although 
the 
lieutenant, 
who 
won his present grade during his 
16-month duty in the south Pacific, 
has had his “ face close to deck a 
couple of times,” he doesn’t be­ 
lieve the Jap s have a bullet with 
his name on it. 
Shrapnel has torn 
holes in his ship, but missed. And 
th at pprecious 15 minutes which 
spelled life or death for him and 
his crew has emphasized his be­ 
lief. 
The most spectacular thing he 
witnessed during his stint, first as 
a gunnery officer on a transport 
and later as a commander of an 
LCT was the Jap pilot, who virtual­ 
ly exploded when he struck the 
w ater only IO feet from Carncross’ 
ship. 
Apparently blown from his 
bomber, the 
Jap, who 
wore 
no 
parachute, plunged down 3,000 feet 
to die when he hit the sea. 


In Three Campaigns 
Carncross, who wears the Asiatic 
Pacific ribbon, has taken part in 
the Guadalcanal, New Georgia and 
Bougainville campaigns. 
He was 
at Guadalcanal 
when 
the island 
\ was still 
a 
w ar 
area, arriving 
shortly 
after the 
first 
marines 
moved in. 
He was a t New Georgia 
and Bougainville where 
he 
saw 
most action, running in under fire 
to land equipment. 
New Georgia, too, was the scene 
of 
his 
LCT’s 
battle 
with 
Jap 
planes, and although he’s almost 
sure 
his 
ship knocked down 
a 
couple 
of 
the 
Japs, 
none 
was 
officially credited. 
“The LCT can take care of it­ 
self,” he commented.

To be able to 
give his best performance in 
competition, an athlete must 
feel on top of the world mentally 
and physically. 
So-called “train­ 
ing” aims to get him up to this 
point. 
It won’t do if it cr amps 
and upsets his normal existence by 
regulating his life with a lot of 
silly rules. 
The key word in what we miscall 
training is moderation. 
One can 
eat too much, sleep too much, study 
too much, play too much, or exer­ 
cise too much. 
The athlete’s life 
off of the field is simply the nor­ 
mal life that is led by anyone in­ 
terested in keeping in good health 
and spirits. 
Diet is important in that any 
lack of moderation or imbalance 
will affect the good health of the 
individual. 
Eating between meals 
is not good because it upsets regu­ 
lar habits.
